How to create your own 
mission statement: Part II

Last edition we discussed two 
of the four steps to designing a 
mission statement. In that arti¬ 
cle I emphasized the fact that a 
mission statement is an impor¬ 
tant aspect in our business life, 
and equally important for one’s 
personal life. For businesses to 
really thrive and achieve the 
success they set out to achieve, 
it is imperative that every busi¬ 
ness have a clearly defined 
mission statement. And, I say 
the same for our personal lives. 
If we want fulfilled and suc¬ 
cessful lives, we too must have 
a personal clearly defined mis¬ 
sion statement. 

What exactly is a mission 
statement? 

It is a clear and concise de¬ 
scription of what you do, how 
you intend to do that and what 
you expect to achieve through 
what you do, for yourself, and 
for those whom you intend to 
serve. And, most importantly, 
it is your commitment to exe¬ 
cute that statement in all your 
doings! That simple! But, be¬ 
lieve me, it often takes some 
doing to be able to put that in 
writing clearly enough for oth¬ 
ers to understand it. 

The first step as outlined in 
the previous article is the ques¬ 
tion: What Do We Do? The an¬ 
swer to this question will be 
the basis for the design of the 
mission statement of your 
business. For the details of this 
step, check back on that previ¬ 
ous Morning News edition. 

The second step as outlined 
in that article is the other ques¬ 
tion: For Whom Do We Do 
What We Do? Again, last edi¬ 
tion will give you the details 
on this step. 

Let me share with you 
today what I consider to be the 
other two steps for creating a 
mission statement for your 
business or personal life: 


Step Number Three: 
What Is Our Guiding Value? 

Believe me, this question is the 
most difficult to respond to and 
is the most crucial element in 
designing your mission state¬ 
ment. Most people have great 
difficulty choosing one gui¬ 
ding value, but it is essential 
that you have one. 

For the sake of explanation 
here, let me share the mission 
statement I came up with as an 
example for Buchi Juan’s Cen¬ 
ter: 

Buchi Juan Dakota Center 
offers food and temporary 
shelter to homeless, unem¬ 
ployed teenage mothers of 
Dakota until they are able to 
find work and be self suffi¬ 
cient.

How to create your own 
mission statement: 

Part II

In Buchi Juan’s Center, their 
guiding value is self suffi¬ 
ciency. The guiding value 
will help this center decide 
which services they will pro¬ 
vide and which services they 
will not offer. For example, 
they will never ask the 
teenage mothers who come in 
for help to fill out forms for 
the department of social af¬ 
fairs to apply for welfare. But 
they may ask them to do vol¬ 
unteer work in an elderly 
home or in a home for small 
children in exchange for food 
and shelter. The objective is 
to get these young mothers 
working towards becoming 
self sufficient and not de¬ 
pendent on welfare! 

You see, your guiding 
value will keep you on track! 

The next step in designing 
your business or personal 
mission statement is: 

Step Number Four: 
What is Our Success Meas¬ 
ure? In other words, you 
must have a system whereby 
you can accurately measure 
whether or not you are ac¬ 
complishing steps 1, 2 and 3. 
How do you know that you 
are successful in what you’re 
doing? How do you know 
that you are serving the peo¬ 
ple you set out to serve? You 
want to serve teenage moth¬ 
ers, are you really serving 
them or their parents, or the 
men who got them pregnant, 
etc? 

Buchi Juan’s success mea¬ 
sure is getting teenage moth¬ 
ers on their own two feet, 
educated, independent and 
self sufficient with a job! In 
Buchi Juan’s case, when a 
teenager is no longer home¬ 
less, hungry and unem¬ 
ployed, and can take care of 
herself ...you have suc¬ 
ceeded! 

The main focus in design¬ 
ing your business or personal 
mission statement is to make 
sure that all of the four steps 
work together. Each step 
needs to compliment the 
other. If for example, your 
success measure was to make 
a lot of money with these 
teenagers paying a fee for 
your service that would not 
fit with the rest of your other 
steps. 

This article of course, due 


to space constraints, is a very 
limited sketch of what is en¬ 
tailed in coming up with a 
mission statement. But, I 
think you have the basic idea. 
Try coming up with your own 
mission statement now. Jot 
down one or two words in an¬ 
swer to your step one ques¬ 
tion, do the same for steps 2, 
3 and 4. Once you are sure 
those are the words you want 
to use, try putting them into 
short sentences, they don’t 
have to “sound” good at first 
that you will do later. 

Once you are satisfied 
with your sentence, do some 
editing or get someone else to 
see it and edit it together with 
that person. Make sure your 
statement is unique and truly 
identifies you, your business. 
Remember, it must be vi¬ 
brant, short and explicit. Now 
commit yourself to your mis¬ 
sion and reap the success!

Russian craft brings astronauts back to Earth 


ARKALYK, Kazakhstan 
(AFP) - A Russian Soyuz cap¬ 
sule carrying a US and two 
Russians astronauts parachuted 
amid hailing winds into a snow- 
swept Kazakh steppe after a 
five-month mission to the Inter¬ 
national Space Station. 

"Despite the difficult 
weather conditions, the landing 


was standard," news agencies 
quoted Russian Federal Space 
Agency chief Anatoly Permi- 
nov as saying. But he added 
that the three spacemen did not 
undergo the required medical 
checks on the spot because of 
the bitter cold and that their re¬ 
turn to mission control in 
Moscow could be delayed. 


"We decided against setting 
up medical tents in the landing 
area because we fear for the 
crew’s exposure," Perminov said. 

The vessel returned from the 
International Space Station 
with a crew comprising astro¬ 
naut Scott Kelly and cosmo¬ 
nauts Alexander Kaleri and 
Oleg Skripochka.

Radiation 'not threat outside 
nuclear plant zone' 



People evacuated from 
Fukushima receive radiation 
scans in Nihonmatsu, 
Fukushima Prefecture. 

TOKYO, Japan(AFP) - Radi¬ 
ation from a quake-hit Japan¬ 
ese nuclear power plant poses 
no immediate health threat out¬ 
side a zone which has already 
been evacuated, the chief gov¬ 
ernment spokesman said. 

Authorities earlier moved 
tens of thousands of people out 
of the area within 20 km (12 
miles) of the stricken 
Fukushima No. 1 plant. 

Workers have been battling 


a nuclear emergency there 
since last Friday’s huge earth¬ 
quake and tsunami cut power 
to reactor cooling systems. 

”1 have been informed that 
the figures monitored today 
(outside the zone) were not 
anything that would harm 
human health immediately," 
spokesman Yukio Edano told 
a briefing. 

At the plant, 250 kilome¬ 
tres (155 miles) northeast of 
Tokyo, radiation levels rose 
sharply earlier in the day — 
prompting a brief evacuation 
of workers — but fell soon af¬ 
terwards. 

He said workers were 
preparing another attempt to 
pump water around overheat¬ 
ing reactor fuel rods to cool 
them down. 

But media reports citing de¬ 
fence ministry officials said 
military helicopters had post¬ 
poned an attempt to drop water 
on the stricken plant because 
of the high radiation level.

Hadicurari Fishermen’s Center 
in Palm Beach is organizing 
the 1st Aruba Lionfish Derby 
to be held this coming Satur¬ 
day, March 19. Dr. Byron 
Boekhoudt, Marine Biologist 
and Director of the Coastal 


Zone Management informed 
SCUBA divers, snorkelers, 
fisherman and interested par¬ 
ties on techniques of catching 
lionfish, which will be brought 
back to the Hadicurari Restau¬ 
rant located between the Mar- 


riot Surf Club and MooMba 
Beach Bar, where they will be 
cleaned, cooked and served up 
to all participants at no charge. 

Competitors will take to the 
sea at 8:30 am. from any loca¬ 
tion and are required to return 



with their catch for weigh-in at 
Hadicurari by 3:00 p.m. Offi¬ 
cial registration and adherence 
to the regulations are required 
to be eligible for any of the 
prizes. Cash awards of 250 
Aruban florins, ($142. U.S.) 
and a trophy will go to: Most 
Lionfish Caught by a Group, 
Most Caught by an Individual 
and Largest Lionfish by 
Length. 

Lionfish, which are native 
to the Red Sea and Indo-Pa- 
cific, were first noticed in the 
Atlantic Ocean around 1992; 
the specifics of how they came 
to be in seas in this part of the 
world is speculation, but the 
likelihood of them being re¬ 
leased by someone with an 
aquarium for which they grew 
to large is generally accepted. 
Unfortunately, lionfish are vo¬ 
racious predators and repro¬ 
duce at a prodigious rate; 
because of their venomous 
spines they have no natural en¬ 
emies and the population was 
soon out of control. 

Lionfish spread to the Ba¬ 
hamas and throughout the 
Caribbean, finally to be found 


in Aruba and its sister islands 
around two year ago. Local 
divers are reporting more fre¬ 
quent sightings and most dive 
operations usually catch and 
dispose of the fish whenever 
they can. Despite their beauty, 
they can decimate the rest of a 
reef population by nearly 80% 
in only one year, including im¬ 
portant species which live on 
and control the algae that can 
damage the reef, eventually 
killing the entire eco-system. 

Some time ago, islands of 
The Bahamas established Li¬ 
onfish Derbies as a means of 
control, and the fish is featured 
on many restaurant menus. It is 
hoped this 1 st Lionfish Derby 
will prove successful in Aruba; 
Dr. Boekhoudt expressed a 
hope for at least 100 partici¬ 
pants in this first derby, to 
make it so.

Rapper and music producer 
Nate Dogg, a prominent fig¬ 


ure in the 
world of hip- 
hop, has died 
at the age of 
41, the Holly¬ 
wood Reporter 
wrote without 
giving a cause 
of death. 

Best known 
for his 1994 hit 
’’Regulate,” 
Nate Dogg — a 
longtime 
friend and col¬ 
laborator of 
rap legends 
Snoop Dogg 
and the late 
Tupac Shakur - 
died late 
Tuesday, the 
trade newspa¬ 
per wrote. 

It quoted a 
tweet from 
Snoop Dogg 
lamenting the death of his 
friend. 


”We lost a true legend n 
hip hop n mb. One of my best 
friends n a brother to me 
since 1986,” the rap megastar 
wrote on this Twitter mi¬ 
croblog posting. 

”1 miss u cuzz I am so sad 
but so happy I got to grow up 
wit u and I will c u again n 
heaven cuz u know d slogan 
all doggs go to heaven.” 

Born Nathan Hale, in 
Long Beach, California, Nate 
Dogg made his debut on rap 
artist Dr. Dre’s seminal 1992 
album ’’The Chronic,” the 
Hollywood Reporter wrote. 

Hale was a rapper and pro¬ 
ducer on one of the biggest 
hip-hop singles of the 1990s, 
’’Regulate” with Warren G, a 
hit which reached number 
two on the Billboard Hot 100 
chart in 1994. 

News reports said he suf¬ 
fered from ongoing health 
problems, including two 
strokes over the past four 
years.

(AFP) - Haitian rapper Wyclef 
Jean fears Sunday's election 
will be stolen from fellow 
crooner Michel Martelly, 
whom he hopes will be the 
next president of the earth¬ 
quake-ravaged country. 

"Haiti is the land of sur¬ 
prises but let's just be clear, it's 
the most cormpt place in the 
world. They are planning to 
steal the election... it's obvi¬ 
ous,” he told AFP in an exclu¬ 
sive interview. 

"If everything goes well 
Micky will be the president. If 
Michel doesn't win it will con¬ 


tinue, the same regime and the 
whole cycle that shows you 
that the system actually does 
not allow change.” 

The winner will face the 
challenge of rebuilding the 
Western Hemisphere's poorest 
country following a January 
2010 earthquake that flattened 
the capital, killing more than 
220,000 people. 

Martelly, who holds a 
slight lead over Manigat in the 
polls has been endorsed by 
five former presidential candi¬ 
dates and enjoys broad sup¬ 
port among Haiti's many 
young voters.

Australia demolish 
Canada as England 
sweat

NEW DELHI (AFP) - Reign¬ 
ing champions Australia 
thumped Canada on Wednes¬ 
day to climb to the top of 
their group as England faced 
the prospect of World Cup 
oblivion ahead of their clash 
with the West Indies. 

Australia are now on nine 
points at the top of Group A 
after restricting the North 
American nation to 211 in 
Bangalore, before easing to a 
seven-wicket win with more 
than 15 overs to spare. 

And captain Ricky 
Ponting said his side are 
ready for their biggest World 
Cup test so far when they 
taclde fellow heavyweights 
Pakistan on Saturday. 

Watson (94) and Haddin 
(88) shared an Australian 
first-wicket World Cup 
record stand of 183 before 
they fell in quick succession. 

Haddin was caught by 
Canada skipper Ashish Bagai 
off 40-year-old off-spinner 
John Davison, playing his 
final match before interna¬ 
tional retirement. 

And 183 for one became 
185 for two when Watson, 
who hit the tournament's 
biggest six at 104 metres dur¬ 


ing his innings, holed out off 
Harvir Baidwan. 

The openers' stand sur¬ 
passed Australia's previous 
first-wicket World Cup best 
of 182 set by Rick McCosker 
and Alan Turner against Sri 
Lanka during the inaugural 
1975 edition. 

Earlier, Hiral Patel, a 19- 
year-old India-born opener, 
took the attack to Australia's 
quicks with a career-best 54. 

Canada, who have com¬ 
pleted their World Cup cam¬ 
paign with one win and five 
defeats, were well-placed at 
150 for two. 

But Australia, now un¬ 
beaten in 34 matches at the 
World Cup since 1999, then 
took five wickets for 19 runs. 
Brett Lee ended with figures 
of four for 46. 

Ponting angrily threw the 
ball to the ground after catch¬ 
ing Baidwan when, despite 
his repeated calls, Steven 
Smith collided with his cap¬ 
tain, and his mood will not 
have been helped by his own 
cheap dismissal. 

All four qualifiers from 
Group A are already decided 
with New Zealand, Pakistan, 
Sri Lanka and Australia 
safely through, but final posi¬ 
tions are crucial because they 
determine opponents in the 
last eight. 

Bagai said his team would 
take a lot from the tourna¬ 
ment, adding: "The bowlers 
did well throughout the com¬ 
petition, but our batsmen let 
us down." 

Meanwhile, England face 
a do-or-die clash with the 
West Indies on Thursday and 
were agonising over whether 
to stick with misfiring strike 
bowler James Anderson. 

Andrew Strauss's Ashes 
winners must win the match 
in Chennai to have a chance 
of reaching the quarter-finals, 
although they will still need 
other results to go their way.

Mancuso wins downhill, 
Vonn takes overall lead 



LENZERHEIDE, Switzer¬ 
land (AFP) - American Julia 
Mancuso won the final 
women's downhill race of the 
season here on Wednesday as 
compatriot Lindsey Vonn 
took the overall World Cup 
lead from Germany's Maria 
Riesch with three races to go. 

Olympic silver medallist 
Mancuso finished ahead of 
Switzerland's Lara Gut and 
reigning world champion 
Elisabeth Gorgl of Austria to 
claim her fifth career victory 
four years after her last suc¬ 
cess. 

"I was close to the limit at 
times, close enough to lose 
control but I succeeded,” said 
Mancuso, who has decided to 
donate part of her prize 
money to help the victims of 
the earthquake in Japan. 


Olympic downhill cham¬ 
pion Vonn finished off the 
podium in fourth but the 
reigning three-time overall 
World Cup champion took 50 
points on Crystal Globe rival 
Riesch who finished just 
17th. 

"It was difficult, visibility 
wasn't good and the piste was 
unstable,” said Vonn, who 
had already secured a fourth 
consecutive Crystal Globe in 
the downhill earlier this 
month. 

”1 fought but after my mis¬ 
take I knew it would be diffi¬ 
cult. But the good thing is 
that I regain the lead after 
chasing Maria all winter.” 

Riesch has 27 points to 
make up on Vonn with a 
super-G, slalom and giant 
slalom left.

Muhammed AM 
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Thorpe faces uphill medal 
battle, says Spitz 


MADRID (AFP) - Australian 
swimming star Ian Thorpe, 
who came out of retirement 
last month, faces an uphill 
battle to win more medals at 
the 2012 Olympics, former 
US Olympic swimming 
champion Mark Spitz said in 
an interview published 
Wednesday. 

Thorpe, 28, won 11 world 
titles and set 13 long-course 
records before announcing 
his retirement from swim¬ 
ming in November 2006 after 
10 years in the Australian 
team, saying he had lost the 
desire to compete. 

The five-time Olympic 
champion said last month he 
was returning to the sport to 
compete at next year's Lon¬ 
don Games because "there 
are still things in swimming 


that I haven't done, that I 
would like to achieve." 

Thorpe has been preparing 
for the 2012 Games by train¬ 
ing with Russian-born swim 
coach Gennadi Touretski in 
Switzerland. 

"His return is great news 
for him, for his sponsors, for 
Australia and for swimming. 
But he still has much hard 
work ahead of him," Spitz 
told Spanish sports daily AS. 

"For the moment we 
should focus on the process 
which could take him to Lon¬ 
don, enjoy the journey in¬ 
stead of thinking of the goal, 
because it is still too early to 
know if he can win medals." 

Thorpe won the 200 and 
400 freestyle at the 2004 
Athens Olympics in his last 
major international meet.

Ferguson gets 

LONDON (AFP) - Manches¬ 
ter United manager Sir Alex 
Ferguson has been banned 
for five matches following 
his tirade against referee 
Martin Atkinson, the Football 
Association announced 
Wednesday. 

Ferguson landed in hot 
water with the FA after blast¬ 
ing Atkinson's performance 
in the Red Devils' 2-1 defeat 
against Chelsea at Stamford 
Bridge earlier this month. 

The United manager ig¬ 
nored advice from his club's 
legal department and vowed 
to contest charges of im¬ 
proper conduct, but has now 
been hit by a hefty ban as his 
team enter a critical phase of 
the season. 

Ferguson had appeared to 


question Atkinson's integrity 
when he stated that he had 
wanted a "fair referee" to 
control the match with 
Chelsea. 

"You want a fair referee, 
or a strong referee anyway - 
and we didn't get that," said 
Ferguson in the aftermath of 
the defeat. 

"I must say, when I saw 
who the referee was I feared 
it. I feared the worst," added 
Ferguson, who was incensed 
by Atkinson's failure to show 
a red card to Chelsea de¬ 
fender David Luiz. 

The FA deemed Fergu¬ 
son's criticism had gone too 
far. 

"At an independent regu¬ 
latory commission today 
(Wednesday) Sir Alex Fergu¬ 


son was handed a touchline 
suspension for three matches 
and fined a total of £30,000," 
said an FA statement. 

"The commission found 
the charge of improper con¬ 
duct relating to media com¬ 
ments proven, following 
remarks made in relation to 
match official Martin Atkin¬ 
son in post-match interviews 
after Manchester United's 
fixture with Chelsea at Stam¬ 
ford Bridge on Tuesday 
March 1,2011.
